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Punchard closed its football season on 
Tuesday afternoon, when the team lost the 
game by a single point, the score being 7 to 6 
in favor of Methuen High. 

The team was out-weighed on the line by 
more than 10 pounds to a man and this 
extra weight, coupled with the fact that the 
grounds were wet and slippery, gives Punch- 
ard great reason to be proud of its showing. 


-The team put/up a great game, showing 


fight from the beginning to the end of the 
gruelling contést. They showed the result 
of masterful coaching and had the pep and 
steam which has characterized their onying 
all season. 

One fault only can be laid to Punchard’s 
style of play and this was in its failure to 
play a more open and kicking game. With 
the lighter team it was almost impossible to 
penetrate the Methuen line, although at 
times good gains were made by this method 
of attack. Adams, by his speed-in‘the final 
period, when he ran 35 yards to within one 
yard of Methuen’s goal, showed that he had 
the ability to make gains and had he been 
used more it is fairly possible that the result 
might have been different. However, the 
boys played great football and although 
losingyby a single point deserve great praise 
for their showing. 

When the Methuen team-scored early in 
the game, their supporters went wild with 
enthusiasm and yelled for more points but 
the local boys stiffened and by carefully fol- 
lowing the ball kept the home team away 
from its goal line during the remainder of the 
game. 

The run by Adams was the most spectac- 
ular play of the entire afternoon.and raised 
the hopes: of, the team toa high pitch. 
After racing for several yards he was tackled 
by no less than three Methuen men, but he 
shook them off and struggled to Methuen’s 
one-yard line. Here he was stopped, but on 
the next play Captain Pratt carried the ball 
over fora touchdown. One more point was 
necessary to tie the score and Souter played 
back for a drop kick. There was a marked 
silence from both sides of the field while the 
teams lived up for this play. The ball was 
snapped back to Souter and he tried a drop- 
kick. The height and distance was perfect 
but the direction was poor and the ball 
sailed to the right of the posts by about six 
feet. Here the game was lost but not the 
courage of the local boys for they fought for 
the remainder of the game as a Punchard 
team has seldom done before. 

The officiating was very good and while 
few penalties were inflicted both teams 
played well within the rules. Methuen 
suffered one five-yard penalty and Punchard 
20 in two penalties.

First Thanksgiving 

As the American Thanksgiving day rolls 
round again, one thinks of the significance of 
that occasion in the early days of our land. 
Among all people thanksgiving days have 
always been, but the American annual cele- 
bration is unique. ‘There loom up beside 
visions of fat, savory turkeys and tempting 
mince pies, the pictures of harvest gatherings 
in the days when the Pilgrim Fathers in- 
stituted the holiday as a holy day, signifying 
their appreciation of\ the blessings which 
America afforded. As early as 1621, when 
Governor Bradford sent forth men to procure 
game that the New England colonists might 
enjoy a day of thanksgiving in remembrance 
of the fruits of their labors during the year, 
the annual celebration was instituted. It 
did not become an official public holiday 
until 1631, and even the day of that year set 
apart was not at first intended to be a day 
of rejoicing and thanksgiving. It was a day 
of fasting and prayer for relief from the 
famine which seemed imminent. Just then 
everything for the white man’s necessity was 
produced on American soil, and a vessel

laden with provisions had been so long at sea 
that the colonists began to fear that they 
should suffer want before help was near. 
The ship arrived just before the day of fast- 
ing, and from that the day was changed to 
one of thanksgiving and rejoicing. Thanks- 
giving days were occasionally observed also 
Jin the New Netherlands after this, but not 
until 1644, was another official proclamation: 
made to this end. A Thanksgiving day was 
declared in honor of the victory of the colo- 
nists over the Indians: 

The first national Thanksgiving day, by 
proclamation of President Washington, was 
set for Thursday, November 29, 1789. 

In the interior various days in various 
months were set aside by state governors.

ication in the Townsman oi November 23, 
that he is favorable to a Memorial that will 
function some kind of service. The union of 
symbolism and utility. Things of utility 
become obsolescent in a generation or so, and 
changes are necessary in order to continue 
their utility, and when they are dedicated in 
commemoration of heroic deeds and events 
the effectiveness in expressing the sentiments 
which created them become vitiated by ob- 
solescence.and transformation. The Memo- 
rial Hall Library will be a case in fact. 
Therefore, in the words of Mr. Forbes, ‘* Let 
us not contaminate the pure sentiment of 
gratitude and patriotic loyalty by serving 
our own selves.’ 

But what struck me as being inconsistent 
in Mr. Frost’s communication was_ his 
repudiation of the effectiveness of symbolism 
in the form of monuments. He tells us that 
a memorial “symbolizes both gratitude to 
the heroic dead and a desire to perpetuate 
this gratitude in the lives-of coming genera- 
tions.” Then he tells us later, that ‘“‘we need 
to remind ourselves that ‘gratitude, and 
loyal patriotism’ can never be created by 
looking at a naked shaft nor by reading un- 
known names upon its tablet.” 

It is true that a naked shaft does not 
create “gratitude and loyal patriotism,” 
but it is also true that they are the products 
of gratitude and loyal patriotism or some 
other lofty ‘sentiments, and that they do 
express for us ahd posterity the sentiments 
that caused their creation. By the con- 
struction of these monuments we in a way 
pene in the acts, deeds, events, and 
ife that contributed to the successful 
achievement of the purpose that called for 
the great sacrifice. 

Mr. Frost can not deny the potency of the 
grand symbol of Christianity, the Cross, nor 
can he deny that millions of Christians when 
in the presence of the Crucifix are moved to 
'do some act of devotion. Our associations 
and sentiments become imperishable: by 
linking them to imperishable monuments. 

“By symbolism the simplest, the com- 
monest objects are transformed, idealised, 
and acquire a new and, so to say, an il- 
limitable value. Two crossed lines suffice to 
recall to millions of Christians the redemption 
of the world. It is sentiment, and above all 
religious Sentiment} that resorts largely to 
symbolism, in order to place itself in more 
intimate communication with the being, or 
abstraction, it desires to approach. To that 
end men are everywhere seen either choosing 
natural or artificial objects to remind them 
of the- Great Hidden One, or themselves 
imitating, in a systematic manner, the acts 
and deeds they attribute to Him — which is 


above quotation is from “The Study of 
Man”’ by Haddon. 

Let us get away from the idea of utility and 
development in the construction of a memo- 
tial and build one that will be suitable and 
imposing, unique in structure, and singleness 
of purpose. A memorial that will endure and 
perpetuate our gratitude and adoration for 
our soldiers; a memorial that will be an in- 
spiration to future generations for a nobler 
conception of patriotism; a memorial that 
will not fail to impress and move posterity in 
recognizing and feeling that there stands a 
token of the grandest service that man can 
render to man and country, self-sacrifice.

apostle. I must needs glory, says Paul. I 
take pleasure in weaknesses, in necessities, in 
injuries, in persecutions, in distresses, for 
Christ’s sake. Thanks be unto God for his 
unspeakable gift!! 

And it is this theme and no other that I 
bring you. Thanks be to God for His un- 
speakable gift. Thank God for Christ! I 
bring you this word of thanks in a time of 
much bewilderment, when many souls are 
wearying of the world’s cruelties and crimes. 
Today one finds disappointment and disil- 
lusionment on every side. Certainly those 
who were vanquished in the World war are 
bitterly disappointed. The old German 
Empire is crumbling and the new Republic 
daily becomes more impotent; hunger and 
despair drive the masses nearer and nearer 
toward revolution,. while a few powerful 
men at the top fatten on the misery of the 
many as vultures fatten on the carcasses of 
beasts and men. 

_And the victors are if anything even more 
bitterly disappointed. ~ There is something 
almost heartbreaking about the way in 
which the Allies have been able to conquer 
their enemies and seem unable to conquer 
themselves. The Allies! Where are. they 
now? Russia was the first bulwark of the 
Allies but she is now an outcast among the 
nations, despised and feared by those who 
were loudest in singing fulsome praises of her 
mysticism and simple piety. “Barbarian 
Bolshevist.” is the phrase they now fling at 
her, and walk by on the other side lest their 
ecoriomic virtues be contaminated. Great 
Britain and France were once the heart and 
soul of the Allies, but now they are wrangling 
bitterly amongst themselves as to how they 
shall treat their former foe. And for both of 
them it is a sinister dialogue of disappoint- 
ment; France disappointed as she sees her 
frontiers still bearing the unhealed wounds of 
battle while her treasury is yet empty of 
German Reparations; Great Britain disap- 
pointed because her economic recovery has 
scarce begun and two million men still walk 
the streets crying out for work and bread. 
America, she was once the rescuer of the 
Allies but today there are many who say that 
she has deserted them and surely there is 
disappointment here in America, for we know 
that the purposes for which we fought have 
not yet been fulfilled. Of course there are 
some who are quite frankly cynical about the 
whole matter; who say that it was only 
dupes and fools who ever thought that the 
ideals of peace and justice were more than 
catch phrases for arousing the loyalty and 
enthusiasm of the people. While at the other 
extreme are those few souls who from the 
first warned us plainly, and we then thought, 
stubbornly and mistakenly, that ideals of 
justice and love and peace can never be won 
by mere weapons of force and war and hate. 
But all of us have a common sense of disap- 
pointment, for even the cynic and the prophet 
with the fool did hope against hope that out 
of the welter of war.would come some 
benefit, clear and undoubted to the life of the 
world. We all know now that the con- 
dition we see before us is not the condition 
that our soldiers died to bring. Victor and 
vanquished have both reaped the same 
bitter harvest of disappointment. 

But against this background of disillusion- 
ment what have we to be thankful for. Oh, 
there are plenty of superficial, trivial things 
that we can count off on our fingers as cause 
in the 
bank, so many fine clothes, so much of food, 
and pleasure, and profits. And of course w: 
all are grateful for these things,—we enter into 
the mirth and gayety of Thanksgiving Day; 
we play and laugh and eat our fill, and are 
thankful for it all; — for friends, for homes, 
for comfort, and for plenty. Yet there are 
moments when some of you must be plagued 
by a feeling of shame that you are thankful 
for warmth and safety and full stomachs, 
when so many of your fellows will soon be 
dying of cold and hunger. Why, they tell us 
that there are literally millions of children in 
the world five or six years of age who have 
never seen real milk and I must say frankly 
that I find it hard sometimes to be thankful 
for a surfeit of food when such a condition of 
need and hunger is still plaguing God’s little 
children. What you and I want then, is 
some. other. basis. for thanksgiving, some 
fact for which we can be profoundly thank- 
ful, some reality that unashamed we can 
hold up before all the world and say, “Thank 
God for this!” And there is such a fact. _We 


tribulation, of sword or danger, nothing in 
life or death can separate us from the Love 
of such a as was revealed by Christ 
Jesus our Lord. We know that this world in 
spite of all its sin and sorrow is still God’s 
world, inhabited by a people who are called 
to be His children. Through varied circum: 
stance, through adversity or prosperity, 
through abundance or privation, His presence 
does not fail, His love for His earthly children 
does not abate or diminish. 


There is an old legend that tells how in the 
dawn of man’s career, the God of music 
descended to a high mountain, and there 
imparted his art to the creatures and things 
of the earth. It. was there that the trees 
learned their rustle, the river its rippling 
note, the bird their gladsome song, the sea 
its mighty roar, the winds their symphony of 
sound. But it was man alone who embraced 
the whole art of harmony, and who learned 
with intelligence and skill to reproduce the 
entire chorus of heavenly music. This 
legend is a parable, a parable of the revelation 
of the music of God’s love. Men almost from 
the beginning have caught some melody from 
the heavenly chorus. Moses, Isaiah, Plato, 
Confucius, these were all musicians inspired 
of God. But Christ alone brought to the 
world the full and complete content of all 
God’s melody of love. God whe in sundry 
times and divers fashion“ spoke to the 
fathers through the prophets in these latter 
days spoke through His Son, and in Him the 
whole fullness of God’s love was revealed. 
And so for this we can thank God for his 
unspeakable gift. We can thank God for 
Christ. 


But we can also thank God for the Christ 
who leadeth us to victory over evil. Jesus 
brought help from God in ridding the world 
of sin. Until our Lord came to the rescue the 
world was chained and bleeding, the human 
race was held fast by its own weakness and 
transgression. But Christ inflicted a fatal 
blow upon the very head of sin and he showed 
his followers how to defeat the formidable 
foe which generates strife and wickedness. 
He taught and manifested the method by 
which sin can be.defeated. To be sure, we 
have been all too slow to learn and adopt 
Christ’s method. Not only have his enemies 
despoiled him, but his very disciples often 
misunderstand him and disobey his com- 
mands, care more for his painted picture 
than for His living example; think that by 
wearing out their lips with crying Lord, 
Lord, that they have done what He asked of 
them, when what He ‘is still asking, what He 
has been. asking desperately and almost in 
vain, is that His disciples take seriously His 
commandment to love and serve one another 
as He loved and served them. Love is the 
instrument that Jesus taught us to use for the 
gaining of victory over the forces of evil; not 
suspicion, nor pride, nor ambition, nor 
weapons of forged steel and poison gas, but 
the one irresistible weapon, the weapon of 
sacrificial love. It was this weapon that 
Jesus used with unflinching courage and 
unconquerable faith. He used it to the end; 
he used it though it seemed to fail. Bigotry, 
treachery, fear, hate, jealousy, all this 
fiendish brood conspired against this brave 
but humble revealer of Love. And they 
succeeded in putting Him to death at the age 
of thirty-three after a few months of teach- 
ing so seemingly fruitless that none dreamed 
that His influence would long survive His 
death. The enemies of Jesus ridiculed His 
body and taunted His teaching, they spat 
upon His face and jeered at His claims; they 
crowned Him. with stinging thorns that 
caused the blood to trickle down the sunken 
cheeks of His sorrowing face, they took Him 
to the sepulchral hill reseryed for the killing 
of the worst of their criminals and there 
hung Him to the cross between two thieves. 
They hammered their cruel nails into the 
flesh of those hands that once blessed little 
children and that had often been held out in 
pity to help the sick and the halt, the blind 
and the lame. They put Him to death and 
then breathed a sigh of relief, saying one to 
another, “there is an end to Him and His 
false- teaching, and end to Him forever.” 
But thanks be to God, their power of hate 
was not able to conquer His power of love.

Mr. Frost’s Opinions 


Last spring the Town meeting effectually 
crushed and Saased the proposal for a Civic 
Center. *Like all other loyal townsman, I 
bowed to that decision; but Mr. Frost still 
chews the cud of his discontent. He stormed 
when I spoke on that proposal, and he rants 
when I cease speaking on it. On the living 
topic of.a memorial to our dead, I tried to 
make a serious appa. His attempt to turn 
that earnest plea into a small-minded 
“scorn” of my fellows is too silly and too 
contemptible to answer. 

I am glad that I do not share Mr. Frost’s 
contempt for a “naked shaft” and “un- 
known names upon its tablet.” I have seen 
thousands of men pass the London Cenotaph 
and reverently raise their hats; I have seen 


‘other thousands’ pass the memorials-te-the- 


Unknown Soldiers in Paris and in Rome, and 
all saluted the dead. But hearken to the 
words of our ex-preacher Frost: “ We need to 
remind ourselves that gratitude and loyal 


patriotism can never be created by looking 
at a naked shaft, nor by reading unknown 
names upon its tablet.” Could there be 


much grosser lack of feeling than these words 
reveal? One should see the little children 
laying blossoms on those memorials. They, 
at least, are learning a loyalty that no later 
reading will undermine. 

In Baltimore, as I walked by the monu- 
ment to Washington, I met a lady and her 
daughter of four summers, and heard this 
conversation: ‘“‘ Mama, is that George Wash- 
ington?’ “Yes, dear.” A long pause, then 
“That’s for you, George Washington,” said 
the child, as her dimpled little hand threw a 
kiss to the bronze image. I longed to pick 
the darling up and hug her! Was she learn- 
ing patriotism, or was she not? : 

I should like to see a memorial (by public 
subscription) bearing. the legend: “ Erected 
by ‘their proud and grateful fellow-towns- 
men.” I had hoped that the living also 
might be stirred to some sacrifiee for the 
town, and that, as the need arose, the town’s 
buildings might be grouped about it, all to 
be a witness of service to the future. But 
Mr. Frost has never grasped the meaning of 
that plan, and I have no desire to urge it 
further upon him or those who think with 
him. The vision, foresight, and decisive 
planning of those simple little improvements 
and modest expenditures in our new village 
oddly call forth his loudest songs of approval, 
as they should; but as for old Andover, he 
would have her tap her old shoes and shuffle 
along contentedly in her old ruts, -utterly 
careless of obligations to her future children. 

Now. wasn’t that a peculiarly eloquent 
silence when yhe neglected to name the 
speaker at the club, whbse judgment he 
assailed with such unetion? Let me un- 
graciously fill in “the missing. facts. Mr. 
Charles Moore, an Andover graduate,’ is 
Chairman of the National Commission of 
Fine Arts, in°Washington.

God is like 
that. He is like a father who has lost his 
son, his youngest son, his boy, dear to his 
heart, the very apple of his eye, like a father 
who has lost his son, and who then goes out 
upon the road to search for him, who goes up 
to the roof of his house daily to look anxiously 
for him; like a father who one day spies his 
son when a long way off, and runs out to meet 
him, and falls on his neck, and kisses him, 
and brings him home with joy and thanks- 
giving. God is like that, just like that, a 
God who loves. us every ‘one, who yearns 
over us, who grieves at our misfortune, who 
gives rest to those weary souls that turn to 
Him, who searches out the wanderer and the 
sinner that He may rescue him from his sin.

He spoke about the 
Father in heaven, about the Father’s house, 
where no one has troubles anymore. He told 
of the Father who would wash away the 
strains of sin and clothe us in raiment fit for 
the very sons of God. He told of the God 
who notices even the sparrow that falleth to 
the ground and who looks after human 
souls with infinitely more pains and care than 
that. He told of a God who was the friend 
of the r and them that mourn, who did 
not wish to see any with heavy care lines in 
their faces or with unbearable sorrow in their 
hearts. Jesus said that God-was like that: 
And you and I believe him. We know that 
Jesus spoke the truth about God and so we 
can be thankful. We can speak of this God 
to any in the world and not be ashamed. 
We know that the kind of God whom Jesus 
revealed will somewhere make all things 
right, We know that we can put our trust 
in Him..We-know.that-evenif-father and 
mother forsake us that this God will take us 
up.

that can bring goodwill and righteousness to 
men. The method of Jesus will alone meet 
the necessity of the world. He and no other 
can lead us out of chaos into.the ways of 
pleasantness and peace. If we would only 
trust Him and His method He would give 


to us the victory. If we would only apply 
His principles with courage and persistence 
to the problems of home and business and 
politics, if we would only have the faith to 
use Christ’s spirit and method of love in 
meeting the pressing questions that con- 
front us in the economic and international 
world, if we would only put our-trust in love 
and sacrifice, rather than in policies of 
safety-first and in the protective power of 
munitions, if we would only be Christian 
enough to try the Christian way of life, then 
I believe that we would see such victories 
for God’s kingdom and His righteousness as 
would astound even the cynics and confound 
the very prince of evil and all his wicked 
crew. 

In the darkest days of the war with Ger- 
many, when the destiny of ‘the Allies was 
trembling in the balance, the Congress of 
Allied Women meeting in Paris adopted the 
slogan, “Believe victory, think victory, 
preach victory, live victory.” And as the 


soldiers of Christ take up the weapons of love 


and sacrifice for winning the battles of peace 
they might well take-t hese sentences for their 
slogan. We can win the victory if we are 
faithful to the teaching and method of our 
Master and Saviour. We cannot fail if we 
put our trust in Him. Thank God then who 
giveth us the victéry through Jesus Christ. 
Thank God for His unspeakable gift. Thank 
God for Christ!

An Ounce of Prevention 


“Death Lurks at Corner” was the 
very concise, inclusive statement, which 
headed the Townsman’s report of two 
accidents at Harding street corner, 
several weeks ‘ago. Death seems to 
“lurk” at that corner, and it has taken 
its toll there many times in the last few 
years, while the number of narrow 
escapes which have happened can never 
be chronicled. A narrow street, a hill, a 
blind corner and the complication of 
electric cars, have made a combination 
very favorable for serious accidents. 

Apparently, nothing more can be 
done to take care of the automobile 
menace, than has already been done by 
the painting of the white line. It says 
“keep on your own side” as plainly as 
anything can say it to the modern 
driver, and if*it effectively serves its 
purpose, the danger of automobile 
collisions will have been greatly les 
sened. ; 

There still remains; however, a 
danger which made itself evident in the 
last accidents which have occurred. 
Miss Phillips was érossing Main street, 
to board an electric car, and was struck 
by an automobile, traveling on its own 
side of the road. 

It cannot be said definitely that-the 
Street’ Railway. Company has it within 
its power to entirely remove the menace 
of that corner, but it at least can 
greatly aid matters by adopting a 
ruling forcing people to enter and 
leave a car from the East side, regardless 
of what direction the car is traveling. 
Cars going to Lawrence at the present 
time open the door on the right side of 
the car. If people boarding or leaving 
Andover-bound cars at Harding street, 
were forced to do so from the left side of 
the car, there is little doubt that a good 
deal of the danger of the spot would be 
removed. 

Strangely enough, none of. the ac- 
‘cidents of recent years have happened 
to people leaving an Andover-bound 
car at the corner. One may say, there- 
fore, that people would have to cross the

street just the same to board a car from 
the sidewalk side, yet it does seem rea- 
sonable to assume for example, in Miss 
Phillips’s case, that, had she been plan- 
ning te cross the street to the sidewalk 
rather than to the edge of the road, she 
would have crossed without being hit.

People getting 
off an Andover-bound car, still leave it 
on the side where the greatest danger lies, 
a narrow thoroughfare with little room 
for a machine to pass without hitting 
a person who had just left a car. Cer- 
tainly, the danger is not so great as at 
Harding street, because of the speed at 
which machines travel up and down the 
hill, but the two situations could easily 
be cared for at the same time, with a 
considerable increase in safety in both 
cases. It ought to be done before 
another accident can happen to em- 
phasize the dangerousness of the two 
stopping places.

FOSSILS FROM THE ICE AGE 


Czech Scientist Discovers Skeletons of 
Men, Women and Great Variety 
of Animals, 

Skeletons of prehistoric men and 
women from the ice ages, a mammoth, 
two lions, a hyena, a wolverine, five 
cave bears and at least sixty fossil 
beavers have been found in the vast 
system of underground palaces formed 
by nature in the limestone rock of cen- 
tral Moravia now being explored by Dr. 
Karel Absolon, curator of the Brno 
museum of Ozechoslovakia, Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka of the United States Nation- 
al museum, who is in Europe studying 
cave men for the United States Smith- 
sonian Institution, will report these dis- 
coveries in a communication to the next 
issue of Science. 

The skeletons of many of these mam- 
mais of the glacial period of the 
earth’s history are in an excellent state 
of preservation, he says. The cave 
bears’ remains are almost complete and 
will be mounted as a group in the Pro- 
vincial museum at Brno (Brunn), while 
the teeth and skulls of the beavers are 
also considered of highest scientific 
value. 

The great subterranean halls, with 
their numerous columns, stalactite and 
stalagmite forms, are being energetical- 
ly explored and are said to rival in 
beauty the famous caverns in Virginia 
and Kentucky,

$100,000 STATUE BRINGS $50 


Itallan: Farmer Who Found Marble 
Torso of a Venus First Sold 
It for $5. 

The history of some pieces of marble 
which were found buried in a field at 
Sinnessa, near Naples, in ancient days 
the site of a Greek colony, has formed 
the subject of a long-drawn-out law 
case in which the government has at 
length secured an important verdict. 

The fragments were apparently of no 
particular value and the farmer sold 
them for $5. They were on their way 
to the new purchaser when the govern- 
ment director of antiquities, Professor 
Spinazzola, ordered him to return’ them 
to Naples for examination. The profes- 
sor, having looked at them, exercised 
his powers of compulsory purchase and 
bought the fragments for $50, 

Under his direction they were cleaned 
and put together, when they appeared 
as the torso of a beautiful Venus, un- 
doubtedly by the hand of Praxiteles 
(the greatest of the Attic sculptors of 
the Fourth century B. C.) and worth 
about $100,000. 

The farmer sued the government for 
half the value of the find, and after 
gaining a verdict in two courts lost his 
case when the government took it to the 
court of appeals. ‘The statue is now 
one of the most precious possessions of 
the Naples National museum, 


BIRD ENTOMBED BY MARTINS 


Sparrow That Had Grabbed Martin’s 
Nest Is Made the Victim of 
Dire Revenge. 


An English ornithologist, G. Garrett, 
makes a specialty of observing the 
manners and methods followed by 
birds, He recently recalled the story 
of a sparrow which; finding a newly 
built martin’s nest, took “possession” 
in the absence of the owner.

Odd Way of Drawing Water. 

I took notes while we were at Epa, 
New Guinea, of a rather curious meth- 
od of drawing water from the com- 
munal spring, half a mile from the vil- 
lage, writes Reginald Pound in the 
Wide World Magazine. Twice a°day 
the women went down in chattering 
groups to the spring, carrying bamboo 
pipes 12 feet long. These pipes were 
made by forcing out the pith at the 
joints, and held about five gallons of 
water apiece. When full, the drinking 
end was plugged with leaves, the pipe 
being stood in a shady spot near its 
owner’s house and used when needed. 
Incidentally, drinking from these weird 
receptacles was 4 rather hazardous 
business, care being necessary lest a 
too coplous supply should gush out 
when the pipe was held to the mouth.

Poultry Day Results 


The Poultrymen of Essex County were 
well represented at the Poultry Day con- 
vention held at the County Agricultural 
School, November 22. 

The main part of the program consisted of 
two lectures, and a business meeting, which 
resulted in the forming of the Essex County 
Commercial Poultrymen’s Association. A 
good number of charter members were 
secured and the Executive Committee plan 
to instigate a campaign that will reach 
practically every poultryman in the county. 
That the Association intends to function in 
a broad way can be seen from Article II of 
the By-Laws adopted, which explains the 
objects of the organization. 

“The objects of this association are to 
promote, protect and represent the business, 
economic and educational interests of com- 
mercial poultrymen in Essex County so as to 
make the industry more profitable; to ad- 
vertise Essex County products; to develop 
a more equable system of marketing poultry 
products and to foster and encourage the 
breeding of better stock through exhibitions 
and otherwise.” 

In order to keep all members informed 
of the doings of the Association as well as 
other timely information of interest, it is 
planned to publish a four-page paper bi- 
monthly. The association does not intend to 
go into cooperative selling at the present 
time, at least, as there is no need for such a 
venture, but it does intend to keep in con- 
stant touch with every problem confronting 
the poultryman and take steps to meet those 
problems. 

Poultrymen in Essex County can now 
show their sporting blood by backing their 
association. Active membership is open to 
all keeping 100 or more birds, while those 
keeping less than this number will be taken 
in as associate members. ’

So declared M. Daniel Berthelot at 
a recent session of the Academie des 
Science ‘at Paris in the course of an 
exposition of the essential oneness of 
the universe, a concept that the sages 
of antiquity made much of. Modern 
scientists, far better informed than 
were the ancients, declared M. Berthe- 
lot, are proviag that this interde- 
pendence of all things is far greater 
than ever suspected by magicians and 
astrologers, 

They are proving, in fact, that the 
stars and meteors exercise a direct 
influence upon the nervous systems of 
creatures living on our planet, partic 
ularly man, 

Effect on. Mankind. 

The passage of sun spots across the 

sun coincides with magnetic and elec 
tric disturbances registered by labora- 
tory apparatus. Further, there are 
reasons to believe that the analogy 
between electric and nervous phe 
nomena is greater than has been sup- 
posed. M. Berthelot stated that 
nervous disturbances are transmitted 
into space in waves similar to wire 
less waves and at the speed of some- 
thing like half a million miles a sec 
pre j , 

He cited the statement of the Abbe 
Moureux, based upon long research, 
that periods of unusual solar, volcanic 
and seismic activities coincide with 
the great war periods of history. 
Moureux suggested that periods of in- 
tense solar activity may perhaps have 
an effect on the mental: condition of 
man, a theory already propounded as 
the result of experiments made by 
Doctors Sardou and Faure, who re- 
corded the conditions of their patients 

rduring the passage of sun spots. The 
period lasted 267 days and the move- 
ment of the spots was recorded by M. 
Vallot, director of the Mont Blane ob- 
servatory. 

Influence of Sun Spots. 

The conclusion drawn by comparing 
the health “curve”. of the patients with 
that of the sun spots was that the 
Passage of sun spots across the cen- 
tral meridian generally coincide with 
a recrudescence of morbid symptoms 
and of grave relapses, 

Thus the learned and practical men 
of the Academy of Science and of the 
Academy of Medicine turn to the an- 
cient book of astrology to reread, and 
perhaps, finish the uncompleted chap- 
ter on the influence of the stars upon 
human destiny,

U.S, EXPERIMENTS 
CUT COST OF GAS 


Adjustment of Carburetors on 
Government Trucks Reduces 
Consumption of Fuel. 


Washington.—Substantial savings of 
gasoline by the periodical adjustment 
of carburetors based on the results of 
analysis of exhaust gases from auto- 
mobile engines are said to be feasible 
by the Department of the Interior 
following experiments made by the 
bureau of mines on the fleet of motor 
trucks used by the government fuel 
yard in Washington. As the result of 
carburetor adjustments made by gas 
analysis in the bureau's experiments, 
an actual increased efficiency in mile- 
age and saving of gasoline amounting 
to 22 per cent was attained, The tests 
demonstrate that a portable carbon 
dioxide indicator for: testing the ex- 
haust gases of a motor vehicle gives a 
positive indication of the carburetor 
adjustment, removes all guesswork of 
such adjustment and is perfectly feas- 
ible practically. 

Samples of Gas Tested, 

The government fuel yard trucks 
tested by the bureau of mines ranged 
in capacity from two and a half to 
seven and a half tons. During the 
winter months, when the demand for 
coal is heavy, from 80 to 35 trucks 
are used. Samples of the exhaust gas 
were: taken on the trucks kept in 
service for summer hauling in order 
to determine the carburetor adjust- 
ment as used. Changes then were 
made to a more economical adjust- 
ment whenever possible, without sac- 
rificing flexibility of operation and 
power. In all but One case the car- 
buretors were found to be adjusted too 
rich for maximum power and economy. 

Increase in Mileage Noted. 

The actual ihcrease in mileage -and 
saving of gasoline due to the carbure- 
tor adjustments made by gas analysis 
when the month previous and the 
month following the adjustments are 
compared, showed an Increase in mile- 
age of 22 per cent; for the second 
month after adjustment, 16 per cent, 
and for the third month, 9 per cent. 
When the mileage is compared truck 
for truck, and not taking into consid- 
eration the distance each traveled dur- 
ing the month, the increased mileage 
equaled 24.7, 21.2 and 16.2 per cent, 
respectively. 

The adjustment of carburetors by 
analysis of exhaust gas is based upon 
the fact that the carbon dioxode in 
the exhaust is a direct indication of 
the air-fuel ratio and completeness of 
combustion. In turn, the air-fuel 
ratio and completeness of combus- 
tion tell whether the carburetor is 
properly adjusted for maximum power 
and gasoline economy. 

Adjustment Usually Rich. 


Other conditi ns being constant, the 
mileage obtainiuble varies as-the per- 
centage of caibon dioxide in the ex- 
haust gas and air-fuel ratio. This has 
been little realize; by most. garage 
men in the pust. Usually the adjust- 


ment is far too rich for maximum 
economy. There ure, however. excep 
tions to this rule. <A deterimination of 
the carbon dioxide content of the ex 


haust gas while the vehicle is hoins' 
operated on the road gives a poritive 
indication of the carburetor adj is’ 
ment.

HE years between twenty and 

thirty’ make up the most impor- 
tant decade in the life of the average 
man, according to—Dr.-Charles_H. 
Willits. medical director of the Provi- 
dent Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of Philadelphia. 

A recent survey of the deaths and 
their causes among the policy hold- 
ers of the company convinced Dr. 
Willits that it is possible for a person 
to postpone the date of his death ten 
years by proper living between his 
twentieth and thirtieth birthdays. For 
this reason he concludes that this de- 
cade is the most important in a man’s 
life. 

By proper living Dr. Willits said 
that he meant eating the right foods, 
taking regular and sufficient exer- 
cise and abstaining from the use of 
narcotics. He blames overeating and 
the lack of exercise for such disabili- 
ties as diabetes, high blood pressure 
and the chronic diseases of the heart, 
stomach and kidneys that take such 
a toll of human life after the age of 
forty-five. 


Automobile vs. Golf 


Dr. Willits advances the novel 
theory that the automobile and golf 
are opponents in a contest for the 
health of the city man. In addition 
to causing 14,000 deaths in accidents 
last year, the automobile, together 
with too frequent use of the elevator, 
decreases the amount of walking the 
average man should do to give him 
the very necessary daily exercise. 
The doctor believes that the growing 
popularity of golf is counteracting 
this evil. 

“Walking on the level is very good 
exercise but climbing stairs is still 
better,” Dr. Willits said. "This 
strengthens the heart muscles better 
than almost any other form of exer- 
cise,__Americans do not have to go

DOWN FRENCH AIRPLANES 


Many Recently Lost in Ruhr 
Starts Strange Theory. 


Paris.—A startling theory has been 
propounded to account for the num- 
ber of airplanes belonging to the 
Paris-Prague service which have fallen 
in German territory. 


It is believed by many officers of the 
French air service in the Rhineland 
and the Ruhr that the Germans have 
discovered a means of stopping the 
action of the magneto of airplanes in 
flight. The Germans are credited with 
first having found a way in Berlin to 
stop automobiles within a specified 
area and the French believe they have 
applied the method to airplanes, 

The pilots and passengers forced to

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SPAN OF LIFE GREATER 
BY OVER THEE YEARS 


Prophecy Made Last Year Being 
Borne Out by U. S. Figures. 


New York.—Fulfillment of a 
prophecy that the average span of life 
in this country could be lengthened by 
20 years in half a century has begun, 
says a statement issued by the Na- 
tional Health council, Proof of this 


is shown in the latest figures of the’ 


United States census bureau, which re- 
veal a gain of three and a third years 
in the average length of life during 
1921, 

The prophecy, made at the annual 
meeting of the American Public Health 
association—last year, is being borne 
out by a gain in the average span of 
life from 54 2-3 years during 1920 to 
58 years during 1921, this improvement 
being greater than for the entire ten 
years, 1910-1920. Furthermore 1921 
gives us the lowest death rate the 
eountry has ever had. 

Eminent scientists will carefully 
analyze these figures when the Amert- 
can Child Health association holds its 
annual convention in Detroit from Oc- 
tober 15 to 17. Two other members of 
the National Health council will hold 
conventions about the same time, the 
American Public Health association 
meeting in Boston from October 8 to 
11 and the American Social Hygiene 
association in St. Louis, October 18 
and 19, 

Increase in the average length of 
life during the earlier years are almost 
lost in the middle-age group, and the 
National Health council is seeking to 
offset this by waging a campaign to 
have every one go on his birthday to 
his family physician for a thorough 
physical examination. By .doing this, 
the council asserts, serious organic 
diseases can be detected and prevent- 
ed. “Three out of \four apparently 
healthy persons examined reveal. phy- 
sical. impairments of which they are 
ignorant and which are usually easily 
remediable or preventable. And if 
10,000,000 American citizens will go 
this year to their doctors for health 
examinations, the prophecy will be 
more than fulfilled,” says the council.

SEWED 12 YEARS 
FOR BURIAL LOT 


Woman Inmate of Poor Farm 
Acquires $25 to Save Body 
From Potter’s Field. 


Maryville, Mo.—Miss Anna Curless 
has been an inmate of the Nodaway 
County infirmary for 58 years and dur- 
‘Ing the time she has seen a number of 
bodies taken away from the institution 
and turned over to medical colleges. 
The thought of this fate for herself so 
worried her that she took steps to 
save herself from such a fate, Al- 
though practically without relatives or 
friends, through 12 years of hard la- 
bor at making quilts during her spare 
time she has managed to amass $25 
and with it has purchased a lot in the 
Miriam cemetery, where, she has been 
assured by the infirmary officials, she 
will be given .a regular burial. She 
knows now that no medical students 
will get an opportunity to work on her 
body for experimental purposes, 

Tells of Struggle to Get $25, 

With quivering lips Miss Curless 
told of the hard efforts she had made 
to acquire the occasional dime, quar- 
ter and half dollar through quilting 
until she had accumulated the neces- 
sary dollars to make the purchase of 
the cemetery lot. 

Friends and charitable institutions 
in Maryville learned of her ambition 
and she was aided by them to the ex- 
tent that they gathered quilt pieces 
and sent them to her at the poor farm. 
It was slow work for Miss Curless, 
whose fingers had become stiff in her 
old age, but she did not give up. For 
several years it seemed as if her fund 
was growing awfully slow, but after 
she had gathered together $10 the re- 
mainder of the money seemed to come 
somewhat easier. It was in 1911 that 
Miss Curless first began. to make her 
quilts. The finished products were 
sent to all parts of the United States. 

First Inmate of Farm, 

Miss Curless is the first person ever 
admitted to the county farm, and she 
has been under the regime of 16 super- 
intendents, 

She has seen inmates of the insti- 
tution die with no relatives or friends 
in the world, and no tears, no flowers, 
no songs at the funeral. Simply an 
entry in an_ official-looking book 
marked the end of a life. Those who 
die at the farm are buried “over the 
hill,” or are sent to a dissecting room 
that some medical students may be- 
come acquainted with the human body. 
It was to escape all this that Miss 
Curless worked for 12. years to save 
$25 with which to “purchase the ceme- 
tery lot. 

She never attended a school of any 
‘kind, but she has learned to read by 
the use of newspapers and books. She 
remembers nothing of her parents and 
her childhood days were spent in 
sorrow. She was fifteen years old 
when she came to the Nodaway coun- 
ty institution and now she is an old 
woman, well along on the downward 
hill of life. Altogether she has led a 
contented life during that half-cen- 
tury period.
